was educated at the expensive private 
school Winchester College, once 
revealed at the age of 21 in a 2001 BBC 
documentary that he didn't have any 
working class friends. 

And after the 2022 Budget, he 
appeared not to know how to use a 
contactless payment card while filling 
up a car at a London petrol station - 
sparking widespread mocking. 

TUC General Secretary Paul Nowak 
said: “Millions of kids are going into 
school hungry. Try telling them that 
missing out on Sky is a sacrifice. Every 
time the PM opens his mouth he 
shows how out of touch he is. 

"Lets not forget he went to one of 


the most exclusive public schools and 
boasted about not knowing any 
working class people growing up. 

"And the veterans who we honoured 
last week will be dismayed to hear 
the PM was inconvenienced by the 
commemorations running over?

RISHI Sunak has been branded 
a Liz Truss tribute act after 
unveiling a raft of unfunded 
plans in the Tory manifesto. 

The Prime Minister tried to rev 
up his election campaign with a 
policy blitz launch at Silverstone, 
the home of British motorsport. 

But Labour has calculated the 
spending plans may slap £4,800 on 
mortgages over the next five years. 

And experts say pledged Tory 
tax cuts would rely on £33billion 
of cuts to public services. 

The PM, who admitted his party 
has not got everything right, said 
in his speech his plan would halve 
net migration, though that pledge 
is not in the manifesto. 

And he said he would cut a 
further 2p from National Insur- 
ance by 2027.

There was a pledge to build 1.6 
million homes, and a vow to keep 
the threshold at which first-time 
buyers pay stamp duty at £425,000. 

Labour branded the document

“Jeremy Corbyn-style manifesto’ 
that would “load everything into 
the wheelbarrow” without 
explaining how to pay for it.

He was eventually diag- 
nosed with a serious heart 
condition and pneumonia 
and had three seizures. 

Morris joined the group, 
known for hit Reach Out 
ГЇЇ Be There, in 2019.

Denise Fergus offered her 
support after the boys, who cannot 
be named, were convicted of Shawn 
Seesahais machete murder. 

The pair became the youngest 
murderers in the UK since James 
was killed by Jon Venables and 
Robert Thompson in 1993. 


Denise, 56, said: “I cant say how 


sorry I am enough to the Seesahai 
family. The saddest thing is that I 
know what they are going through. 

“Iknow the hole that a death like 


this leaves in their family, in their 


lives. Nothing will ever heal that. 

“I want to tell them that I 
am here if they ever wanted 
to talk. I want to help 
support them if I can. 

“You dont under- 
stand it until you 
become a unique 
member of the most 
awful club. Losing a 
child at any point is 
terrible but the 
Seesahai family 
now have to 
comprehend their 
son being murd- 
ered by children 
like James was. 

“It makes a 
nightmare harder 
to cope with” 

Denise said 
Shawns killers must 
serve “a full adult life 
sentence”, should be 
moved to an adult 
prison at 18 and be 
placed on a rehabilitation 
programme immediately. 

Venables and Thompson - 


both 11 when convicted of 


murdering her two-year-old son - 
served less than eight years in a 
young offenders institution. Vena- 
bles has repeatedly reoffended and 
is back in prison for downloading 
indecent images of children. 

Denise said: “Seeing what 
happened this week sent shivers 
down my spine. Seeing that two 
kids as young as 12 years old can be 
capable of such evil triggered some 
of the feelings I felt in 1993.

The outpouring of concern and 
shock across the nation when he 


| went missing confirmed it, let 
alone the tangible sadness when 


the mystery ended in the way 
we were all desperately hoping 
it wouldnt. 

This isn't a specific age group 
mourning one of their particular 
heroes - the loss of Michael's 
familiar, comforting presence is 
felt across all generations. He was 
fatherly, kind, seemed to be 
genuinely trying to do good in the 
world, to help everyone be 
healthier, stronger, happier. 

We could trust him, believe 
him. And like the everydad' he 
presented as, we took him for 
granted a bit, didnt always fully 
appreciate how much he meant to 
us, although we were always 
pleased to see him every time he 
popped up on a new TV show 
or project. 

It seemed like he would just 
always be there, beavering away in 
the background good-naturedly, 
with a twinkle in his eye straight 
from a storybook. And like 


FATHERLY Michael Mosley 
the luckiest of children, we 
unquestioningly accepted that he 
would make sacrifices for us to 
learn from, in Michael's case 
swallowing tapeworms, vaping, 
and taking magic mushrooms, so 
we could discover the 

perils without having 

to endanger ourselves. 

His death feels espe- 
cially poignant at this 
time of year, because 
obviously theres no 
good moment to lose 
your dad, but on the 
eve of Fathers Day 
seems especially cruel for 
Michaels four children. 

Theres no good way for it to 
happen either. Its often pondered 
whether its worse for the death of 
aloved one to be sudden, without 
warning, like this, or for it to 
be expected. 

My dad was given three weeks 


to live, and neat and tidy to the 
last, he died exactly 21 days later. 

Id spent that time at his 
bedside, knowing the end was 
going to come, witnessing it 
coming, and it was still somehow 
a shock when it came. 

Michael Mosley’s children 
endured a different kind of heart- 
break, but it’s still heartbreak, 
whichever way it’s delivered. 

Theres no worse, or better, just 
pain, disbelief and devastation. 

Every year as my dad's anniver- 
sary approaches, my logical mind 
tells me that day is no different to 
the one before or after it, the 
circumstances are identical, so 
theres no reason for it to be any 

harder to bear. 
It always is, though. 
Grief doesnt give a toss 
about logic, apparently. 
And so missing their 
dad, trying to come to 
terms with his death, 
technically wont be 
any more difficult just 
because it's Father's 
Day, and yet I bet there will be an 
extra sting anyway. 

This Sunday, as I help my son 
wrap up his present for my 
husband, ГЇЇ be thinking of my 
lovely dad, of course - but ГЇЇ also 
be thinking of Michael Mosley, 
and his children, and I'm sure ГЇЇ 
be far from the only one.

JAILED Gary Glitter has to pay one of his victims more 
than £500,000 after she sued him for damages. 

The paedophile rock star, 80, was jailed for 16 years in 2015 
for assaulting the woman and two other schoolgirls between 
1975 and 1980. A judge at the High Court said yesterday she 
is entitled to £508,000 compensation to cover the time she 
has been unable to work and the suffering he caused her. 

Justice Tipples said: “There is no doubt that the claimant 
was subject to sexual abuse of the most serious kind by the 
defendant when she was only 12 years old and that has had 
very significant adverse impact on the rest of her life” 

The judge said the figure includes £381,000 in lost earnings 
and £7,800 for future treatment. Glitter, whose real name is 
Paul Gadd, did not appear at the remote hearing. 

Richard Scorer, head of abuse 
law at Slater & Gordon who acts GG 
for the woman, said: “In making 
this award the court has properly 
acknowledged the appalling 
abuse suffered by my client. 

“Whilst no amount of money 
can make up for horrific sexual 
abuse, the award at least goes 
some way to recognising the 
devastation inflicted throughout 
her childhood and adult life. 

“Gadds refusal to engage with 
the process proves his utter lack 
of remorse, something we will be 
reminding the parole board about if he makes another appli- 
cation for early release. We will be pursuing Gadd for payment’ 

Jonathan Metzer, who represented the woman, previously 
told the court Glitters abuse had a “dramatic and terrible 
impact” on his her education, work and personal relationships. 

Glitter was convicted of two charges of indecent assault and 
one of sex with a girl aged under 18 in relation to the claimant, 
the court heard. He was released last year but recalled for 
breaching his licensing conditions. 

The disgraced singer will remain in jail after the Parole 
Board last month blocked a bid for freedom, saying he poses 
a serious risk to children. He is due to be freed in 2031.

n NHS surgeon who has spent 
the past 30 years volunteering 
in the world’s most dangerous 
areas of conflict has described 
the scenes in Gaza as some of the most 
distressing he has ever seen. 

Pride of Britain winner Dr David Nott 
admits that the “jam-packed” hospitals 
of Rafah were a shock to the system 
despite his decades of experience. 

Dr Nott, who was awarded an OBE in 
2012, runs the David Nott Foundation 
with his wife, Elly, organising training in 
emergency surgery for medics working 
in war and disaster zones. He spent a 
month volunteering in Gaza in January. 

The father of two worked in the only 
functioning Gaza Health Ministry 
Hospital in Rafah, which holds around 
40 beds and two operating theatres. 

Recalling the horrors, he tells the 
Mirror: “It was a really difficult mission. 

“There were about a million people in 
Rafah at the time, with hundreds more 
coming in daily. The main problem was 
the amount of people. 

“There were people dying of routine 
things like not being able to get their 
drugs for diabetes or appendectomy. 
There was nothing I could do for them. 

"Tve never seen so many hundreds of 
thousands of people, families in tents, 
polythene sheets on top of people - it 
was extremely cold? 

Dr Nott, who says the neighbouring 
city of Khan Yunis was being bombed, 
with drones flying overhead, says all the 
patients he saw had “injury severity 
scores” of 25, when 15 meant patients

SINGAPORE Airlines has 
offered compensation to 
passengers hurt when a 
flight suffered extreme 
turbulence last month.

German-born Nicoles 1994 
gruesome murder hit headlines 
around the world and sparked 
one of the most high profile 
celebrity trials of all time. 

Former American football star 
OJ Simpson was arrested for her 
killing and that ofher friend Ron 
Goldman, 25, but was famously 
acquitted by a jury. 

Nicoles loved ones are also 
convinced OJ confessed to the 
crime during her funeral. 

Four-part documentary The 
Life and Murder of Nicole Brown 
Simpson features never before 
seen home videos and interviews 
with those who knew her best 
including her sisters Denise, 
Dominique, and Tanya and her 
best friends, reality stars Kris 
Jenner and Faye Resnick. 

And those closest to her are in 
no doubt OJ, who died of cancer 
in April aged 76, was her killer. 

Close friend DAnne Purcilly 
says: “I knew OJ had a knife 
collection, he was very into 
knives. It made me nervous 
because when they were married 
there had been a conversation 
while we were all out for dinner. 

“We were making small talk 
and somebody said, “what are 
you afraid of? OJ's fear was 
drowning, Nicole said she 
had fears of being attacked 
from behind and being 
slashed by a knife.

Many of you have experienced 
near-misses with scammers, but 

Wendy Maddox admits she got conned 
by a fake lottery scam. The reader from 
Dalton-in-Furness, Cumbria, tells her tale 
as a warning to others. 

"| was scammed two years ago after | 
received a phone call from the Postcode 
Lottery saying | had won some 
vouchers,” explains Wendy. 

"| was already a member of People's 
Postcode Lottery and | should have 
realised it was a scam when they asked 
me for my email." 

The scammers then asked Wendy 
about her bank and asked for the 
number on her bank statement that was 
in the bottom right-hand corner. 

"|n all innocence | read it out to them," 
admits Wendy. "The call ended with them 
saying | would receive vouchers in the 
next few days." 

When Wendy came off the phone, her 
husband advised her to ring the People's 
Postcode Lottery. 

"They told me to ring my bank 
immediately, which I did," she says. 

Little did Wendy know that the number 
she had given the scammers was the 
international sort code and account 
number for her bank account. When she 
got her statement, she realised the 
scammers had taken £1 to start off with, 
then a few days later they stole £399. 

"The bank told me | would get my 
money back because the scammers had 
taken it by direct debit," explains Wendy. 
"But I had to close my account with the 
bank and start all over again." 

She adds: "| learned my lesson and 
disclose nothing now." 

Also on the receiving end of dodgy 
calls, Brenda Lea from Eamont Bridge, 
Cumbria, has some advice for spotting a 
potential con. 

"| get so many of them but when they 
ring there's about a 10-second delay 
before they speak - that usually alerts me 
it's a scam, and І end the call,” she says. 

"|f they do manage to get through, | 
tell them I'm recording the call. These 
people have no shame and the elderly 
are an easy target."

Common 
holiday con 
to avold 


WHEN we're caught up in the 
excitement of booking a break, it 
can be easy to miss the vital 
warning signs of a scam. 

And with people spending months 
saving their hard-earned cash as they 
dream about getting away, it is all the 
more devastating if that money ends 
up in the pocket of a fraudster. 

Victims of holiday fraud lost £1,851 
on average last year, with July and 
August seeing spikes in this type of 
scam, according to figures

from Action Fraud. 
Sometimes, holiday- 


makers will only find out 
they have been defrauded

destination. 

Over a third of travellers 
aged 18 to 35 say they ve 
been scammed on holiday 
in the past year, according to a survey 
for travel debit card Currensea, 
making this an age group that 
appears to be particularly at risk. 

Common types of holiday fraud 
include booking a flight or 
accommodation on scam websites 
and trips being offered on social

media that turn out to be bogus. 
Fraudulent social media promotions 
could include event tickets, package 
holidays or accounts impersonating 
airlines or hotels that ask for banking 
details or additional payments. 

Scams may be particularly effective 
when people are in the holiday mood 
and their guard is down. 

ATM skimming, for example, can 
happen where devices are installed on 
a cash machine to capture personal 
details including a 
users PIN. 

And you should be 
wary of "shoulder 
surfing, whether 
youre here in the Ж. 
UK or overseas, 
where fraudsters 
watch you enter 
your PIN and 
then later steal 
your card. 

People may also be offered 
tours when theyre on holiday 
that dont exist. 

Many people appear to be 
taking precautions though. 

Concerns over scams have led to 
more than three-quarters of travellers 


taking extra safety precautions when 
spending on holiday, the survey found. 

More than two-fifths of holiday- 
makers say they avoid bank transfers 
in favour of card payments for 
increased protection, according to the 
Opinium survey of 2,000 people across 
the UK in March. 

Paying by credit or debit card or by 
PayPal, for example, can give an added 


layer of protection if something goes 
wrong. 

People who have paid by card for 
services or goods that don't materi- 
alise can try contacting their provider 
to make a chargeback claim. 

Credit card users may be able to 
make a claim under Section 75 of the 
Consumer Credit Act. 

The goods or service must have cost 
over £100, but you dont need to have 
put more than £100 or the full amount 
you paid on your credit card. 

If the item or service was less than 

£100, all is not lost, however, as you 

might still be able to make a 
chargeback claim. 

The survey also found that 
over two-fifths of holiday- 
makers say they are now more 
vigilant about safety when 

carrying cash, while almost a 
third exercise more caution 
when withdrawing cash 
abroad. 

James Lynn, co-founder of 

Currensea, says: “Travellers need 
to ensure theyre taking more 
safety precautions when abroad by 


remaining vigilant with offers that 
seem too good to be true, minimise the 
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secure spending options that are much 
lower risk than a wallet full of notes” 

To help people stay safe, 
James suggests that when 
booking accommodation on 
online platforms, be wary if 
the host or owner asks to 
communicate via phone or 
email rather than through 
messages over the platform, 
particularly if they are asking 
for direct payment. 

If you do take significant 
sums of cash with you while youre 
abroad, James suggests splitting the 
money between wallets and using 
secured spaces, such as a safe. 

This also goes for your plastic cards so 
that if you lose your wallet or it is stolen, 
you still have some forms of payment 
available. 

James says: “If something goes wrong 
you dont want to lose all access to money. 
Consider options to pay via your phone 
too, such as Apple Pay or Google Рау. 

When booking a holiday, make sure 
you understand what protection you 
might have if something goes wrong. 

Check whether the company involved 
is a member of trade association ABTA.

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amount of cash they carry and opting for Holidaymakers taking flights and package 


deals should check coverage under the 
ATOL financial protection scheme. 

And be mindful too that 
fraudsters can copy logos of 
legitimate organisations to 
make their websites appear 
more realistic. If you are 
having doubts about an organ- 
isation, you could, for example, 
search ABTAs own website for 
its members. 

Be careful when giving out 
your personal information, 
and think about only filling in the manda- 
tory details on a website when making a 
purchase. And be wary if the price looks 
too good to be true. 

You could also try performing an image 
search online, as scammers often copy 
photos of dream destinations and accom- 
modation from elsewhere. 

It's also worth checking the Foreign, 
Commonwealth and Development Office 
travel advice for the destination youre 
travelling to. 

If you think you might have been a 
victim of fraud, contact your bank 
immediately and report it to Action Fraud 
on 0300 123 2040. People living in 
Scotland can call Police Scotland on 101.

THE great British summer rarely 
goes as expected, and whether 
you're sweltering in the heat or 
running back home to grab an 
umbrella, the weather always 
keeps us on our toes. 

And families can pay a price for 
the traditional uncertainty of our 
weather because nearly half of 
people spend beyond their means 
on a rainy weekend, research 
from website TopCashback 
has found. 

When the rain clouds gather, 
people typically spend £67 over the 
course of a weekend on activities to 
keep themselves and their family 
entertained, researchers say. 

Younger adults aged 18 to 24 
splashed out the most on rainy- 
weather activities, spending an 
average of £92 on a single 
weekend. 

Across all adults surveyed, 
takeaways, alcohol, meals 
out and cinema tickets were 
the most common extras 
bought. 

Sometimes the rain can 
prompt much bigger 
purchases - two-fifths of 
people surveyed say the 
desire to escape the rainy 
weather prompted them to 
plan a sunshine holiday. 


But heatwaves can also spark 
spending sprees, which lead to 
big regrets. 

Around two-fifths of people said 
they spend more money when 
theres great weekend and holiday 
weather compared with typical 
temperatures, whether it's 
on new summer clothes, 
dining out, in beer gardens, 
dragging out the barbecue 
or having a picnic. 

People forked out £62 on 
activities on average 
during their most recent 
sunny weekend, with 18 to 
24 year olds again 
spending the most, £93 on 
average, according to the 
Censuswide survey of more than 
2,000 people across the UK in May.

Unspent points on some loyalty 
cards can also be put towards the 
cost of fun days in and out, 
restaurants and cinema tickets, so it 
may be worth digging through your 
wallet or checking online to remind 
yourself what points you've got.

And reflecting on a missed 
opportunity, Neita (right) said: “I'm 
honestly just so disappointed 
because | really wanted that medal. 


I'm happy for the winner, I'm not a 
bitter athlete but I'm upset at 
myself because | came here for 
gold." 

Eilish McColgan's attempt to 
convince the Olympics selectors of 
her fitness was left in Roman ruins 
after she stepped off 15 laps into a 
10,000m race in which fellow Scot 
Megan Keith won bronze. 

McColgan, who has endured 14 
months of injury hell, dropped off 
soon after halfway and eventually 
stepped aside while seventh. 

With just over 2,000m left Keith 
went to the front and looked good 
for gold until Italy's Nadia 


Battocletti and the Netherlands' 
Diane Van Es kicked with two laps 
to go. 

Keith recently described track's 
longest distance as "mundane" and 
can never recall watching a full race 
on TV before because they are 
“pretty boring."

They have valued 
more than 240,000 players in 
over 250 leagues worldwide. 

France superstar Kylian 
Mbappe is the world's most 
valuable player at £130m 
after his mega-money move 
to Real Madrid. 

But despite Mbappes huge 
valuation and cost, Frances 
total squad value is £904m, 
which is well behind 
England. 

There are three other stars 
figuring at the Euros in the 
world's top 10 most valuable 
players - Germany pair 
Jamal Musiala (£99m) and 
Kai Havertz (£77m), and

Paul Macdonald of 
FootballTransfers, who 
played a key role in 
developing the ETV 
algorithm, said the values are 
bound to create debate.
